tax for the year 1836, the county Judge of Muscatine coun-
ty may adopt a plan, and let contracts as above provided
tor such portion of said levee orlevees as it may be thought
necessary to construet in Muscatine county.

CHAPTER 34

IIOoGR,

AN ACT to restrain swine from running at large in Jackson County.
»

Seeron. 1 Be it enacted by the General Asseindly of the
Stute of fowa, That every owner of swine in the County
of Jackson shall retain their swine trom running atlarge in
<aid county; and in the event of a failure so to do, shall be
liable to any damages done by «aid swine, to be recovered
by an actiou of trespass by the party injured.

See. 2. That any person may take poszessionof any swine
found running at large inzaid county, and give notice thereof
to any Constable in said county, who shall have power,
and it is hereby made his duty, to sell such swine at publie
outery to the highest bidder for cash, upon giving ten days
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his or theirs, whereupon the said Judge shall order said
amount to be paid out of any moneys in the hands’ of the
treasurer not otherwise appropriated : Provided, That the
owner or any person for him, shall on or before the day of
such sale, pay the cost and charges thus far made, the Con-
stable is hereby required to release said swine to the per-
son making such application upon satisfactory proof being
made of ownership.

Src. 8. The fees of the Constable under this act shall be
the same as upon sale of like property on execution.

Skc. 4. This act shall take effect and be in force from
and after its publication in the Bellevue Republican and
Maquoketa Sentinel, I’rovided, the expense of such publi-
cation shall not Le paid by the State.

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CIIAPTER 35.
SCIIOOL DISTRICTS.

AN ACT to enlarge School Distriets No. (1) and (2) one and two, in Bloom-
ington township, Muscatine county, Iowa, and define their boundaries.

Secrion 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the
State of lowa, That school district No. (1) one shall em-
brace all of the City of Muscatine, situated north and cast
of its present western boundary line, the same line being
extended north to the city limits, and school district No.
(2) two shall embrace all of said city, situated south and
west of said boundary line.

Sec. 2. Whenever the city authorities shall open JTowa
Avenue to the northern limits of the city, the following
shall be the boundary line between the two school districts
in said city, to-wit: Commencing in the middle of the Mis-
sissippi river, at the foot of Sycamore street, and run north
west along the centre of said street to Eighth street, thence
south-west along the centre of Eighth street to Jowa Ave-
